Kentucky governor 
blasts Nixon on 
budget cutbacks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov . 
Wendell Ford of Kentu cky said 
today President Nix on’s domes­ 
tic bu dg et cu ts “make a mock­ 
ery ” of his stated g oals of 
av oiding a tax increase, redu c­ 
ing inflation and shifting re­ 
sponsibility from the federal 
g ov ernment to the states. 
In a statement for Sen. E d­ 
mu nd S. Mu skie’s inter-g ov - 
ernmental-relations 
su bcom­ 
mittee, the Kentu cky Democrat 
set the tone for what looms as 
a three-day Democratic assau lt 
on the administration du ring 
meeting s of the nation’s g ov er­ 
nors. 
While Mu skie’s su bcommittee 
heard criticism similar to that 
it receiv ed last week from a 
nu mber of may ors, many of the 
Democratic g ov ernors attended 
a reception g iv en by Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field and Hou se Speaker Carl 
Albert. 
Ford, who termed his 26-pag e 
statement “a realistic, matter- 
of-tact assessm ent” of Nix on’s 
bu dg et, said the President’s 
conclu sion 
that 
the 
bu dg et 
seeks to av oid a tax increase is 
“perhaps the most deceptiv e of 
the stated objectiv es of the pro­ 
posed bu dg et.” 
In contrast to the intent of 
rev enu e sharing to ease the 
bu rden on the states, the Ken­ 
tu cky Democrat said the bu dg ­ 
et forces state and local g ov ­ 


ernments onto “their own re­ 
sou rces to try to su stain pro­ 
g ram s slashed or terminated in 
the proposed bu dg et.” 
Ford declared that Nix on “is 
shifting the federal deficit to 
states 
while 
increasing

costs of states to su bsidize the 
rest of his bu dg et.” 
Rather than av oiding a tax 
increase, the bu dg et “actu ally 
increases the most reg ressiv e 
of tax es as ev ident 
by

creased Medicare charg es and 
costs to be borne by those least 
able to pay ,” the g ov ernor said. 
A Repu blican witness before 
the su bcommittee. Gov . Daniel 
Ev ans of Washing ton, by passed 
specific discu ssion of the bu dg ­ 
et and testified on the need for

transfer of responsibilities from 
the federal to state and local 
lev els. 
“ I do su pport enthu siastically

In 1969, 
v acant land in Lee Cou nty was 
assessed at 37 per cent of what 
it was worth, while homeown­ 
ers were assessed at 48 per 
cent, according to statistics de­ 
v eloped by the State Depart­ 
ment of Local Gov ernment Af­ 
fairs.

The White Hou se spokesman 
said Hanoi is in v iolation of Ar­ 
ticle IV of the Vietnam peace 
ag reement which, he said, de­ 
clared that prisoners shou ld be 
retu rned “at a rate no slower 
than the rate of withdrawal of 
American and allied forces.” 
Zieg ler said the United States 
already has withdrawn more 
than half the troops it had in 


Sou th Vietnam at the time the 
ag reement was sig ned. While 
emphasizing that he was u sing 
u nofficial fig u res, Zieg ler said 
(hat Hanoi wou ld hav e to re­ 
lease 120 more Americans at 
once in order to keep pace with 
the withdrawal. 
Zieg ler said Rog ers, attend­ 
ing a Vietnam conference in 
Paris, was told by Nix on to 
take u p the matter with North 
Vietnamese officials “as a m at­ 
ter of the hig hest priority be- 


fore other 
bu siness is con­ 
du cted.” 
Zieg ler said the instru ctions 
to Rog ers were issu ed following 
a leng thy meeting this morning 
between Nix on and presidential 
adv iser Henry Kissing er, who 
neg otiated the cease-fire ag ree­ 
ment. 
Zieg ler said terms of the 
peace ag reement make it clear 
that the pace of prisoner re­

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Shootdown effects 


Even the staunchest friends of Is­ 
rael remain at a loss to justify the 
shooting down of a Lybyan airliner 
by Israeli jets. Nothing to come out 
since the tragedy has minimized the 
scope of its horror or rendered it any 
the less barbaric. Many Israelis 
themselves are appalled 
The excuses were offered that the 
plane was over a “ highly sensitive” 
military area. It behaved “ suspi­ 
ciously.” Its pilot ignored repeated 
warning shots and orders to land. 
Arab terrorists had threatened to 
load an airliner with explosives and 
crash it into an Israeli city or base. 
No doubt the terrorists are capa­ 
ble of such a thing. But by not mak­ 
ing certain beyond all doubt, by fail­ 
ing to appreciate the state of mind of 
a confused or tightened pilot, by 
forcing the plane to crash and killing 
more than 100 persons—on Israeli- 
occupied territory but far from Is­ 
raeli soil—Israel handed its enemies 
a moral victory greater than any­ 
thing they could have achieved by 
their own actions. 
A thorough review of standing or­ 
ders to Israeli military commanders 
is called for at the very least, along 
with reparations, although these will 


be of little comfort to the dead. 
Whatever hopes the Nixon ad­ 
ministration has entertained of 
breaking the deadlock in the Middle 
East have been set back seriously, if 
not dashed, by this totally unneces­ 
sary tragedy. The Arabs are vowing 
revenge, and somehow, some way, 
they will get it. 
The need for permanent peace in 
this troubled, hate-filled part of the 
world has become more imperative 
than ever. Both sides must make 
concessions to the other—by the Ar­ 
abs, the acknowledgement that Isra­ 
el has a right to exist free of the 
threat of terror or war; by Israel, 
the willingness to return to its 1967 
boundaries consistent with its own 
security—and every pressure the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
and other powers can exert must be 
directed forcefully to that end. 
It is in their own interests to do 
For as long as the hate and ten- 
so 
sion and stalemate continue, the 
danger will remain that not only will 
more innocent people be the victims 
of terror and counterterror but that 
sooner or later an incident will occur 
which will embroil more than the 
Middle East in conflict.

(GAMA) to encourage pilots and 
those who would like to be pilots to 
participate in the Federal Aviation 
Administration’s Accident Preven­ 
tion Program. 
Between Tune 1,1972, and,I an. 31, 
1973, more than 115,000 pilots and 
nonpilots qualified for these and 102 
other prizes in GAMA’s Safe Pilot 
Sweepstakes by attending an EAA 
safety seminar and aircraft clinic. 
Thousands more are expected to 
qualify before the sweepstakes ends 
on May 31 and the winners’ names 
are drawn. 
The EAA program began in 1971 
after investigations of general avia­ 
tion accidents and established that 
more than HO per cent of them were 
attributable to pilot error. 
The program, which is entirely 
voluntary, consists of the safety edu­ 
cation seminars and aircraft clinics 
as well as courtesy check rides to 
enable pilots to improve weaknesses 
and discussions with industry repre­ 
sentatives on aircraft and equip­ 
ment. Pilots are also encouraged to 
file reports regarding unsafe airway 


or airport conditions. An FAA Acci­ 
dent Prevention Specialist handles 
the program at each of 84 general 
aviation district offices around the 
country. 
This emphasis on general avia­ 
tion safety is hardly new, however. 
Safety has always been stressed—by 
the manufacturers of aircraft, en­ 
gines, radios and other components; 
through testing and certification; 
through the training and licensing of 
pilots, mechanics, air traffic con­ 
trollers and other specialists, and by 
various pilot organizations. 
The result has been a steady im­ 
provement in the accident picture 
over the years. In I960, for example, 
there were 4,793 accidents recorded 
for 13.1 million hours and 1.7 billion 
miles flown by general (non-airline) 
aviation. 
By 1970, the hours and miles 
flown had increased to 25.5 million 
and 3.9 billion respectively, but the 
number of accidents increased only 
slightly, to 4,927. The accident rate 
per 100,000 flying hours was cut al­ 
most in half.

Congress and the Nixon Presidency

When Richard Nixon stepped into 
the White House, 
the consensus 
among political observers was that 
he would be another Lyndon John­ 
son, though with a slightly different 
ideological slant. He would be a 
wheeler-dealer, making accomoda­ 
tions at every turn and ducking from 
the difficult confrontations that a 
President must make if he is to leave 
his mark on history. The President’s 
foes assailed him as little more than 
a highly intelligent opjx)rtunist, and 
even his friends tended to agree. 
Both friend and foe were worried. 
They are still worried, but for dif­ 
ferent reasons. They do. not now con­ 
sider him an opportunist but as a po­ 
tential tyrant. Even National Re­ 
view which shuns the postures of the 
pundits accuses Mr. Nixon of “ Cae- 
sarism” —a term hard to define but 
with overtones that ¿ill can under­ 
stand. Left and right are somewhat 
dismayed that in his second term the 
President has espoused the cause of 
a tough and dominant Executive. 
For better or worse, lie is saying in 
blunt terms what he v/ants and dem­ 
onstrating a determination to battle 
for it. 


Those of us who knew Mr. Nixon 
and were in frequent touch with him 
before H. R. (Bob) Haldeman sur­ 
rounded the White 
House 
with 
barbed wire are hardly surprised. 
However he may have shifted on 
particular issues over the years, he 
has always advocated a decentrali­ 
zation of government power and a 
strong Chief Executive. He never 
believed that these two guiding prin­ 
ciples were mutually exclusive—nor 
are they. Unlike many in Washing­ 
ton, Mr. Nixon has been a close and 
penetrating student of the American 
system. He has also been keenly 
aware of the uses of power. 


He has known that the increasing 
success of the Federal government 
in imposing its will on the country 
and the concomitant interference 
has been an achievement of the Con­ 
gress. Since 1933, the Congress has 
thrust power on the Presidency and 
surrendered its prerogatives. And 
statesman or politician, no Presi­ 
dent has reject ed the gift of power. It 
is of more than casual interest that 
Mr. Nixon’s heroes have been Wood­ 
row Wilson, Franklin Roosevelt, and 
Benjamin Disraeli, all cut from dif-

Klein' s future

WASHINGTON (N E A )— If he 
keeps to his indicated plans, Herbert 
Klein, President Nixon’s communi­ 
cations director, will be leaving his 
fxist before much more time has 
passed. The move will break a link 
tha t ha s been little understo o d in re: 
cent years. 
Not many people in this capital 
realize that the roots of the present 
story go all the way back to 1960, 
when Klein served as Mr. Nixon’s 
press secretary in his first campaign 
for the presidency, against John 
Kennedy. 
Mr. Nixon concluded then that 
not the least of his difficulties was 
that he got a “ bad press.” Anyone 
who remembers his 
celebrated, 
emotional lament two years later, 
after he lost the California governor­ 
ship, will recall that press treatment 
of him was t he central t heme. 
Nothing he has done? or said since 
that time suggests the President has 
warmed to the pressor believes he is 
getting a fair shake. Lint Mr. Nixon 
is a learner, and he pays attention to 
criticism even as he evidences his 
resentment of it. 
There is no way to know to what 
extent he really accepts any person­ 
al responsibility for his troublesome 
experiences in 1960 and 1962. But it is 
eminently clear from the record that 
he determined that in any future 
campaign things would I d o n e dif­ 
ferent ly. 
Jules Witcover’s admi rable Ixxik, 
“ The Resurrection of Richard Nix­ 
on,” documents carefull y the Presi­ 
dent s elaborate efforts i n 1968 to ac­ 
commodate to newsmen and capture 
their good will. 
Whatever burden he took upon 
himself for the mishaps o f 1960-62, it 
can also be said, however, that he 
did not choose to bear the whole 
load. He spread it around, and some 
of the blame was laid at Herb Klein’s 
door. After all, it was he who was 
“ handling” the press in IV.Ir. Nixon’s 
darkest hours. 
I was told in 1968, on a confiden­ 


tial basis by a highly trustworthy 
source, that the President had de­ 
cided very early that Klein never 
again would be his press secretary. I 
was, told further that Mr. Nixon and 
certain aides searched some 11 
months for a fitting candidate, be­ 
fore finally abandoning the “ outside 
quest” and settling upon Ronald 
Ziegler, the present secretary. 


For all his youth and evident in­ 
experience, Ziegler’s poised per­ 
formance in that role during the 
campaign impressed Mr. 
Nixon. 
With maturity and four years’ White 
House duty, Ziegler’s skills in serv­ 
ing this particular president in the 
way he wants to be served have im­ 
pressed nearly everybody—includ­ 
ing dozens of skeptical newsmen. 


At this point in the Klein story, a 
contradiction arises. I was informed 
that Mr. Nixon in 1968 had no partic­ 
ular wish to have Klein in his entour­ 
age at all, but out of old friendship 
took him aboard when Klein asked to 
.join. Klein says flatly that Mr Nix­ 
on’s top aide, H. R. (Bob) Halde­ 
man, came to him and told him the 
President wanted him. 
However that may be, Klein was 
not a central figure in the campaign. 
His post-election appointment as 
communications director was incor­ 
rectly appraised in many quarters 
as giving him “ czar-like” powers 
over the whole administration press 
operation. It did not. 
Energetic, resourceful, and per­ 
haps imagining that Ziegler would 
not cut it, Klein made the most of his 
job. He built a sizable staff, di­ 
spensed widely a prodigious amount 
of pro-administration material, 
broke some log-jams for reporters 
who couldn’t get to see some key fig­ 
ures, made himself accessible to 
newsmen (who generally like him 
personally). 
But the 1972 political-and-infor- 
mation operation under Charles Col­ 
son undercut Klein seriously. He ap­ 
pears to have decided that his future

ferent ideological cloth but wielders 
of government power. 


It is President Nixon’s intent to 
use the power given the Chief Exec­ 
utive to deprive Congress of the 
“ right” to spend the taxpayer’s 
money like a drunken sailor. To do 
this, he must accept a confrontation 
which may well lead to a Constitu­ 
tional crisis. By impounding foolish-, 
ly appropriated funds, he is throw­ 
ing open the Constitution for inter­ 
pretation. 


The lawyers will argue the point. 
But though the Constitution gives 
Congress the sole right to appropri­ 
ate, it nowhere states that the Presi­ 
dent must spend what the Congress 
has placed in his hands. And Con­ 
gress has been forced to accept two 
painful alternatives. It must either 
bow to the President or it must re­ 
move him from office—a conceiva­ 
ble but hardly likely eventuality. 
It should be noted that Woodrow 
Wilson was in effect toppled when he 
defied Senate sentiment on the 
League of Nations. But Wilson held 
no cards, either those of public opin­ 
ion or the Constitutionally circum­ 
scribed treaty-making powers of the 


Presidency. (FD R by-passed the 
Senate by initiating Executive 
agreements.) Mr. Nixon may go 
down in history for successfully ig­ 
noring the Congress on fiscal mat­ 
ters. If he does, it will be because the 
public is behind him and the Consti­ 
tution is ambiguous. 


Congress is, as usual, playing in­ 
to the President’s hands by taking 
its stand on issues which cannot 
swing opinion to its side. It is at­ 
tempting to ram down Mr. Nixon’s 
throats programs and policies which 
have demonstrably failed and which 
favor special interests with little po­ 
litical muscle. 


Spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars to teach farmers how to 
plow, which they already know, or 
empowering the Rural Electrifica­ 
tion Administration to lend money 
for ski jumps and other frivolities at 
two per cent is not the kind of thing 
that has the electorate up in arms 
when the President seeks to block it. 
If Mr. Nixon holds firm he may yet 
destroy what little prestige still in­ 
heres in the Congress.

Women belittled

WASHINGTON (K FS)— The cu­ 
rious way in which television and 
newspapers covered the convention 
of the National Organization for 
Women here last week offers a good 
illustration of the equal rights move­ 
ment s complaint that men refuse to 
take women seriously. 
Journalism, according to myth, 
is one of the more enlightened and 
liberal professions. But the media, 
fo the most part, gave little hint of 
that in their approach to the sixth 
annual gathering of the nation’s 
largest feminist organization, which 
claims some 40,000 members in 400 
chapters. 
Like most power structures, 
newspapers and television are domi­ 
nated by men, who comprise 99 per 
cent of the editors, publishers, politi­ 
cal commentators, producers, and 
camera 
personnel. 
They 
decide 
what makes news and how. With the 
remarkable exception of the New 
York Times, they incredibly chose to 
view the convention in sexist terms 
rather than as the political and so­ 
cio-economic force that it is. 
Roughly 75 per cent of the report­ 
ers assigned to cover the convention 
were female; in many newspapers, 
including the Washington Star, their 
stories wound up on the social and 
family pages. The Washington Post 
did not send a reporter to cover the 
convention until its final day. In the 
meantime, it ran wire service stor­ 
ies, one of which dwelt on a proposed 
resolution opposing discrimination 
based on sexual preference which 
had been pushed by a lesbian organ­ 
ization. The story ignored several 
dozen other similarly pending reso­ 
lutions on major legal, political and 
economic issues of concern to wom­ 
en. 
Two of the three network camera 
crews present for debates on all the 
resolutions turned on their lights and 
filmed only those involving rape, 


prostitution, and lesbianism. None 
of the three issues provoked much 
controversy and the 
resolutions 
were relatively blandly worded. The 
resolution on rape, for instance, 
merely created a panel to write a * 
model law on the subject. 


Men directed both camera crews' 
involved. The women delegates re­ 
alized the pattern of the networks’ 
interest when the camera lights 
went on the third time, on the issue 
of rape. A roar of outrage swept 
across the ballroom, and an angry 
proposal to throw out the cameras 
was greeted with a standing ovation. 
“ I don’t blame them,” a reporter at 
the press table said in a loud voice. 
But Virginia Carabillo, the organi­ 
zation’s vice president, persuaded 
the convention to allow all media 
representatives to stay in the room. 


United Press International led its 
story on a press conference held by 
NOW founder Betty Friedan with 
her remarks encouraging male par-^ 
ticipation in the equal rights move­ 
ment. It was apparently the sexiest 
thing she said, but it was hardly 
news. NOW has tried to win male 
participation and cooperation since 
its inception. “ Join Forces With 
Men, Women Told,” one headline 
read. 
This columnist did not read every 
paper’s coverage of the NOW con­ 
vention. But of the several papers 
studied in this area, only the New 
York Times seemed to treat the 
event as a straight newsworthy sub­ 
ject, emphasizing NOW’s plans for 
the future and its overall convention 
activities. 
Ms Carabillo told the group, “ We 
know what we have overcome by 
way of biased coverage and we know 
that truth has a way of prevailing.” 
She appears to be something of an 
optimist.

Major railroads making money

N EW YO RK (A P) - It is un­ 
derstandable that you might 
have the impression that rail­ 
roads ceased to be profitable at 
about the same time that Cur­ 
rier & Ives stopped making 
prints. But that’s not the pic­ 
ture at all. 
While the fiancially troubled 
Penn Central, the nation’s larg­ 
est, has been in and out of the 
news almost weekly during the 
past few years, nine of the 
country’s 10 biggest lines have 
been making money. 
They intend to remain profit­ 
able, too, mainly by investing 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
a year in their capital plants. 
But paradoxically, a large 
percentage of Americans be­ 
lieve variously that the in­ 
dustry is depressed or on the 
verge of collapse or about to be 
taken over by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Why? 
To begin with, people have 
feelings and freight does not. 
The railroads maintain that 
transporting people is unprofit­ 
able. Riders have been told 
they are a burden, and they’ve 


reacted vociferously. 
The biggest clamor of all has 
come from commuters and 
short-distance travelers In the 
Northeast and Midwest, which 
together have the greatest con­ 
centration of people in the na­ 
tion. 
Freight continues to pay its 
way. One line, Southern R ail­ 
way, has had seven straight 
years of record-high income, 
and last year reported pretax 
profits of more than $100 m il­ 
lion on $700 million in revenue. 
A fascinating explanation for 
the distorted image of the in­ 
dustry, and the reasons why 
one line prospers while others 
declare bankruptcy, is offered 
by Frank Barton, assistant to 
Southern’s president. 
The story of Southern’s suc- 


cess begins, said Barton, with 
the South losing the Civil War. 
Unlike other vanquished foes, 
the South was not the recipient 
of federal generosity. During 
the Reconstruction, he said, 
very little reconstruction was 
undertaken. 
It was during this time that 
the nation’s basic rail system 
was built to its present size. 
Because industry was largely 
situated in the Northeast, rails 
proliferated there. And because 
the Midwest and West were 
growing, lines were extended 
there. 
Few lines were built in the 
economically depressed South 
and even today, says Barton, 
“ we have a relatively lean rail 
system, not afflicted with large 
segments 
of 
unprofitable 


track.” 
In the East and Midwest, the 
picture is different. Industrial 
and 
traffic 
patterns 
have 
changed, and now there is 
much unneeded track. In fact, 
he claims, between 10 and 25 
per cent of all rail mileage in 
the country is unneeded. 
Not so in the South. While it 
was 
considered a 
poor 
in­ 
vestment at the turn of the cen­ 
tury, it is now growing faster 
than any other geographical re­ 
gion of the country, much fas­ 
ter than the Northeast. 
Barton wants it understood 
that history alone is not respon­ 
sible for the Southern’s success. 
“ We keep most of our earnings 
in the business, and we concen­ 
trate on railroading rather than 
unrelated fields,” he says. 


Cost control, pla nt mo dern* 
ization, training pro g rms a nd 
modern marketing techniques 
contribute, he ma inta ins, a nd 
he cites the ex a mple o f “ Big 
John” to illustrate the la tter. 
Big John is a 100-ton covered 
hopper that cut 60 per cent off 
the line’s grain shipping costs. 
Protests by water carriers de­ 
layed use of the cars for four 
years until a Supreme Court 
decision cleared the way. 


While 
awaiting 
clearance* 
Southern gambled $13 million 
on new equipment and had 575 
Big Johns ready for use wheit 
the decision came and another 
500 on order. 
Bulk cargoes such as this 
g iv e Southern a big advantage 
o v er many lines.

CLINTON, 111. (AP) - Gov . 
Daniel Walker, speaking at the 
second of his planned twice- 
monthly 
accou ntability 
ses­ 
sions, said he fav ors the open 
shop for gov ernment offices 
that are organized by labor u n­ 
ions. 
“State employ es shou ld not 
be second-class citizens,” Walk­ 
er told 500 persons in the au di­ 
toriu m of Clinton High School. 
“They shou ld hav e the same 
rights that any man working in 
a factory has.” 
“Bu t they hav e no obligations 
to belong to any collectiv e-bar­ 
gaining u nit,” he said. “I don’t 
believ e people shou ld be com­ 
pelled to belong to a u nion.” 
Walker fielded 23 qu estions in 
54 minu tes. He receiv ed a 
standing ov ation as he walked 
onto the stage, and the listeners 
eru pted with applau se when he 
pledged to “pu t the lid on 
tax es.” 
Fiv e of the qu estions con­ 
cerned the abolition of the per­ 
sonal property tax on indiv id­ 
u als, 
the 
possibility of in­ 
creased real estate tax es, or 
both. Walker said federal rev e­ 
nu e sharing shou ld be adequ ate 
to bolster local gov ernments 
hu rt financially by the elimina­ 
tion of the personal property 
tax . He u rged more state aid 
for schools. 
Walker said he cou ld “not ac­ 


cept” the idea that the elimina­ 
tion of the personal property 
tax on indiv idu als mu st mean 
.higher real estate tax es. 
“If I hav e ears to hear, they 
tell me people are fed u p with 
increasing tax es and they want 
ev ery body in gov ernment to 
work hard to pu t the lid on,” he 
said, smiling as the au dience 
began to applau d. 
Althou gh the su bject of tax ­ 
ation dominated the qu estion­ 
ing, the gov ernor took no new 
stands on that issu e. 
Besides coming ou t in fav or 
of an open shop for pu blic em­ 
ploy es, his only other rev elation 
was that Mary Lee Leahy , di- 
» •"cfor of the Env ironmental 
Protection Agency , believ es the 
EPA shou ld pu t its power to 
regu late feedlots “on the back 
bu rner.” 


The session, which was or­ 
ganized by his chief adv ance 
man, Rich Block, resembled a 
campaign rally . 


Walker’s first accou ntability 
session was held earlier this 
month before a meeting of the 
Independent Precinct Organ­ 
ization in a North Side Chicago 
chu rch.

Illinois’ 18 -y ear-olds will no 
longer hav e to look forward to 
their 21st birthday to take a 
drink if lawmakers pass either 
of two bills recently introdu ced 
in the Hou se of Representa­ 
tiv es. 
Rep. Ray mond Ewell, D-Chi- 
cago, has offered legislation to 
lower the drinking age from 21 
to 18 for pu rchase and con­ 
su mption of all alcoholic bev er- 
ges. 
A similar bu t milder m eas­ 
u re. introdu ced by Rep. Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie, wou ld allow 18- 


y ear-olds to bu y wine and beer 
bu t keep the age limit at 21 for 
hard liqu or. 
Elwell sees the chances of 
passage for his bill as “reason­ 
able.” 
“The General Assembly this 
ses sion is y ou nger and more re­ 
lated to y ou th,” he said. 
He said he introdu ced the bill 
becau se 
“we hav e to giv e 
y ou ng people more responsi­ 
bility .” 
Both Gov . Daniel Walker and 
former Gov . Richard B. Ogilv ie 
hav e su pported a lowering of 
the drinking age. 


Walker say s he sees no rea­ 
son why , “if an 18 -y ear-old is 
allowed to go to war. he shou ld 
not be allowed to drink.”

doesn’t drink beer.” 
Ogilv ie’s Committee on the 
Age of Majority and Legal 
Rights and Responsibilities for 
You th recommended “tht the 
age for drinking l>eer be low­ 
ered to 18 and that the age for 
drinking all other alcoholic li­ 
qu or (inclu ding u ine) remain 
at 21.” 
The 
committee 
said 
that 


“any one between 18 and 21 can 
obtain alcoholic liqu or if they 
want it. Thu s the law is being 
v iolated ev ery day by many 
y ou ng people who will hav e ar­ 
rest records only becau se of 
this act and who otherwise 
wou ld not hav e been lawbreak­ 
ers.” 
Illinois is in the minority of 
states that still hav e an age 
limit of 21 for bu y ing beer and 
wine. 
Howev er, the sale of all alco­ 
holic bev erages to persons u n­ 
der 21 still is prohibited by 21 
states. Two bar all drinking u n­ 


til the ge of 20 and fou r pu t 
the limit at 19. 
All drinking at age 18 is ille­ 
gal in 13 states. 
Consu mption of light wines 
and beer at 18 is legal in one 
state and all wines and beer at 
18 in one state. One state 
makes it legal to drink 3.2 beer 
at 18 and another state at 19. 
One state has legalized off- 
sale of 3.2 beer to females at 18 
and another allows drinking of 
4 per cent beer at 18. In one 
state, the age limit for all ty pes 
of drinking will drop from 21 to 
18 March 1.

crop. And that's why Larson, 
conservationists, farmers and 
others are concerned about 
their appearance in the area . 
If 
the 
birds 
become 
established here. Midwest corn , 
apple and peach crops would 
provide a feast. During the 
winter months, the parakeets 
adapt readily to suburban 
living, probably attracted by 
feeding stations kept welf- 
stocked by bird enthusiasts. 
Suburban fruit and vegetable 
gardens would be tempting; 
stops during the summer. 
Monk 
parakeets 
were 
originally imported into this 
country by pet-shop owners for 
sale as cage pets. But ap 
parently some of the birds 
escaped or were released and 
have set up housekeeping in the 
United States. 
At present, the birds are most 
abundant in the northeastern 
part of the country, where there 
may be as many as 3,000 living 
in wild colonies. Breeding 
populations have been found as 
far north as New York and New 
Jersey. In England, where the 
parakeets have also gone wild, 
one pair is reported to have 
produced 40 offsprings. 
Larson 
says 
that 
agriculturalists aren’t the only 
ones concerned with stopping 
(he spread of monk parakeets. 
Several conservation groups, 
including the National Audubon 
Society, the New York State 
Federation of Bird Clubs, and 
the New York and New Jersey 
Chapter of the Sierra Club have 
urged immediate elimination of 
the species in the United States. 
But before a systematic 
control program can be devel­ 
oped, more must be known 
about 
the 
distribution 
of 
monk parakeets in this country. 


Export demand for feed 
grains is likely to be strong in 
1973. This was cited by Milton 
M. Hartman, Jr., chairman of 
the Illinois State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, in discuss­ 
ing recent revisions of the 1973 
feed grain program. 
“ According to U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture reports, 
bad weather continues to 
plague several of the feed grain 
producing areas of the world,” 
Mr. Hartman said. 
‘‘This 
means that export demands for 
feed grains, which have been 
growing steadily for the past 
few years, should be strong 
through 1973.” 
South Africa, a major feed 
grain exporting country con­ 
tinues to suffer from drought 
conditions. The United States 
will probably have to fill at 
least part of the demand for 
three to four million tons of 
export feed grains that South 
Africa usually supplies to the 
rest of the world. 
Australia has also had bad 
weather. Its December wheat 
crop was down from normal. 
The grain sorhum crop, how­ 
ever, continues to do well. 
Much of India is also suf­ 
fering from a prolonged dry 
spell. Already that country has 
come onto the market for about 
two million tons of grain, about 
one-hall million tons of which 
was grain sorghum. 
Apparently, 
undesirable 
weather in the Soviet Union 
continues to be a factor,” Mr. 
Hartman said. 
“ Because of 
unfavorable planting conditions 
USDA reports indicate the Rus­ 
sians fell short 17 billion acres 
of meeting their winter wheat 
planting 
goals. 
Also, 
the 
present wheat crop has had 
little snow cover to date. 
“ The Soviets will try to make 


up for their short autumn 
plantings this spring, but their 
feed stocks are low and must be 
replenished. It is remarkable 
that they have been able to keep 
their livestock numbers 
up 
during this past season of feed 
shortages, actually gaining two 
million head of cattle from 
January 1972 to January 1973. 
“ They seem to be serious 
about providing more meat 
protein,” Mr. Hartman con­ 
cluded. 
In addition to the develop­ 
ments on the export market, 
domestic use of feed grains in 
the United States has also been 
up more than expected earlier, 
leading to at least short term 
demand for more feed grain. 
Feed grain program changes 
to meet this demand can be 
quickly stated as: 
The required set-aside for a 
farmer under the basic plan has 
been 
changed 
from 
an 
equivalent of 30 to 25 per ce nt of 
the producer’s feed grain base.

The Doctor Says 
FUNNY BUSINESS

Dear Dr. Lamb — In your 
column, you stated that adults 
need approximately a quart of 
milk a day and in another 
column you stated that anyone 
taking digitalis should avoid 
excess calcium intake. Now my 
question is this. How much milk 
would be considered excessive 
for anyone taking digitalis? I 
am retired, age 69, weigh 195 
pounds and take digitalis to 
control a tendency towards 
paroxysmal tachycardia. My 
doctor tells me it is safe for me 
to ride my bicycle 20 miles a 
day which I do and feel great in 
doing it. 
Dear Reader — Individuals 
taking digitalis and the various 
medicines that contain digitalis 
products will not have any 
trouble 
drinking 
ordinary 
quantities, one to two quarts a 
day. 
The problem is that calcium 
tablets are available without 
prescription 
to 
the general 
public. This includes bone meal 
preparations and a number of 
vitamin tablets with calcium. If 
you add these sources of 
calcium intake to ordinary milk 
intake, 
it could cause dif­ 
ficulties. For this reason, I 
think 
anyone 
who 
takes 
digitalis medicine regularly 
should avoid taking mineral 
tablets or other health foods 
without 
their 
doctor’s 
recommendation. Sounds to me 
like you’re doing rather well, if 
you are able to bicycle 20 miles 
a day. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I’d ap­ 
preciate your comment on an 
article that stated that the 
combination of aspirin and 
alcohol 
are 
potentially 
dangerous. According to the 
article, aspirin sometimes 
causes small bleeding and 
alcohol can penetrate the

stomach and cause the bleeding 
to be worse. I have been using 
two aspirins with a glass of 
wine at bedtime as a sedative 
and considered it safer than 
sleeping pills but now I am 
concerned about the effect on 
my stomach. If you agree with 
this article, what in hour 
opinion would be a safe interval 
between the two? For example, 
if one had a couple of drinks and 
then later found it necesssary to 
take aapirin. I am a 46-year-old 
grandmother and in good 
health except for being a little 
overweight with slightly high 
blood pressure for which I take 
medicine under a doctor’s 
supervision. 
Dear Reader—Small flakes 
of aspirin material will actually 
stick to the lining of the 
stomach and can burn small 
holes in it and can cause 
bleeding. Large amounts of 
aspirin also affect the clotting 
mechanism of the blood to 
cause a bleeding tendency. 
Because alcohol does cause the 
stomach lining to be engorged 
with blood and causes an in­ 
creased secretion of acid juices 
by the stomach, I would readily 
believe that the combination is 
not good. 
The best way to take aspirin 
is to take it at the end of a meal 
or to eat something when you 
take it, such as cottage cheese, 
or drink a glass of milk. Milk 
will help to neutralize the acids 
in the stomach and help to 
prevent precipitating aspirin 
crystals on the stomach lining. 
It takes several hours to 
eliminate the effects of alcohol 
on the stomach. If one insists on 
taking the two, it would be 
better to take the aspirin first 
with a liquid neutalizer such as 
milk. Perhaps an hour or more 
later this would have been 
emptied from the stomach and 
it would then be safer to have a 
glass of wine.

Told to examine 
state law on 
abortions 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court Monday told a 
federal district court in Illinois 
to examine the state’s anti­ 
abortion law in light of the high 
court’s decision last month to 
permit medical abortions dur­ 
ing the first six months of preg­ 
nancy. 
At the same time, the high 
court lifted a stay which had in 
effect permitted the state to 
prohibit abortions while the 
high court considered the case. 
The Supreme Court on Jan. 
22 ruled that sites may not 
materially interfere with a de­ 
cision between a woman and 
her 
physician 
to terminate 
pregnancy during the first six 
months of pregnancy. During 
the last three months the states 
may limit abortions to those re­ 
quired to preserve the health of 
the mother. 


The high court acted on two 
appeals in the Illinois case 
which were taken from a three- 
judge federal court’s ruling 
that women have a right to ob­ 
tain medical abortions during 
the first three months of preg­ 
nancy. 
The appels were taken by 
Edward V. Hanrahan, then the 
state’s attorney of Cook County, 
and Bart Heffernan, a physi­ 
cian who represented “unborn 
children’’ in the state. 
The Illinois abortion lawr pro­ 
hibits ending pregnancies by in­ 
strument, medicine, drug or 
other substance. The penalty on 
conviction is one to 10 years in 
prison. The law allows as a de­ 
fense that the abortion was per­ 
formed by a physician in a li­ 
censed hospital or medical fa­ 
cility “ for the preservation of 
the woman’s life.”
